— A concurrent resolution calling the 
attention of congress to the “wide­ 
spread 
starvation 
among 
certain 
classes of paople 
in Germany

Austria,” and asking that money be 
appropriated for the

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AN AMERICAN ISSUE. 
Uruguay is going to propose at the Pan- 
American congress next month a plan for 
an Association of American Nations. The 
administration 
at 
Washington has been 
represented as friendly to the idea, though 
•whether or not it has approved of the terms 
of the Uruguay scheme is not known. Pre­ 
sumably it will 
support this, attempt to 
bring the nations of the Western Hemis­ 
phere together. Perhaps the principal ob­ 
stacle in the way of the plan is the attitude 
of Mexico. 
The Mexican government has 
hinted pretty plainly that so long as the 
United States denies its recognition, Mexi­ 
co will enter no association of American 
nations. 
- It will be interesting to watch this enter­ 
prise initiated by one of the smallest of 
American states. 
It will be especially in­ 
teresting to watch 
the 
attitude of the 
greatest American state towards the un­ 
dertaking. 
So far we have not played a 
helpful part in the 
most 
important task 
which 
confronts 
this 
generation— the 
bringing together 
of the 
nations of the 
world in an agreement to live under a 
code of laws as civilized men live instead 
of living as the beasts of the jungle live, 
each for itself, preying upon one another, 
and recognizing only the law of force. 
The setting up of an Association of 
American 
Nations 
will be a small thing 
compared with the world association which 
would probably have been pretty firmly es­ 
tablished by now if the American people 
had not permitted themselves to be fooled 
hy certain 
politicians

ago. 
Nevertheless, the step 
proposed by Uru­ 
guay is a step in the right direction. 
It 
should have our support, and our support 
of it should not be purely verbal. 
If the 
administration’s Mexican policy menaces 
the success of the plan, that policy ought 
to be scrutinized carefully. The public has 
never understood why we withhold recog­ 
nition from the Obregon government.

THE LAW AND COMMON SENSE. 


From the St. Louis Post-Dispatch. 


The story of a Missouri farmer, who, act­ 
ing as his one lawyer, won his case at Kan­ 
sas City recently, was told in the magazine 
section of the Post-Dispatch last Sunday. In 
explanation the farmer said that the law, 
after all, was nothing but common sense. 
That was his theory, and he had conclu­ 
sively demonstrated it 
Yet the history of American 
litigation 
teems with incidents showing that common 
sense is pretty 
well 
excluded 
from our 
court practice. 
A local case in point has 
just occurred. The parents of a 5-year-old 
boy who was fatally injured on April 7, 
1917, by a wagon belonging to the Boeh- 
mer Coal Co., had secured a jury verdict; 
but a motion for a new trial by attorneys 
for the coal company was granted by the 
St. Louis court 
of appeals because of an 
error of the trial judge in his instructions 
to the jury. The error in question was that 
the judge had twice used the word "or” 
where he ahould have used “and.” 
It goes without saying that the use of the 
word "or” instead of "and” might, under 
certain circumstances be a grave mistake. 
In this instance, however, the plaintiff’s at­ 
torney insisted 
that 
it was a “harmless 
error.” 
If that is the fact the slip of the 
judicial tongue 
was no reason, 
either in 
common sense or justice, for granting a 
new trial. 
And as a matter of justice and 
common sense the court of appeals, we sub­ 
mit, should have known whether the error 
was a grave mistake or a casual blunder. 
The fact that the defendant company has 
settled the matter out of court, preferring a 
compromise to another trial, warrants the 
inference that no mistake of consequence 
had been made in the first trial. 
Doubtless the court of appeals was tech­ 
nically correct 
in its ruling. 
But that is 
precisely not the point. 
The point is this: 
How long are judgments to be set aside and 
cases ordered to be tried again on such 
filmsy and irritating technicalities as the 
use of “or” for “and?” 
When are courts 
to be concerned with the substance of jus­ 
tice rather than the form or phraseology of 
rules? 
When is the law* to be the common 
sense which the Missouri farmer says it is 
and which it surely ought to be?

for a long time. 
The receiving line was as long as 
the law allowed, and included Sena­ 
tor Selden Spencer and Mrs. Spen­ 
cer, Mrs. Brueggeman, member 
of 
the U. S. Employes’ 
Compensation 
Commission, Hon. Cleveland A. New­ 
ton, Representative from St. Louis, 
and Mrs. Newton. All these, big as 
they were, you will 
note, 
were 
•‘among others,” for the guest 
of 
honor was Admiral Robert E. Coontz 
U. S. Navy, who, with Mrs. Coontz, 
was at the head of the line. 
The Hotel Roosevelt is one of the 
new additions to the many Washing­ 
ton hotels and is located almost ad­ 
joining Meridian Park and opposite 
Henderson Castle.

—Denial was made by W. C. Rob­ 
ertson today before the senate In­ 
vestigating committee that he had 
ever approached Edwin S. Austin, 
secretary of the highway commis­ 
sion, and asked him to put bogus 
bills through the auditors office. 
Austin made such charges before 
the committee Saturday, in the in­ 
vestigation of the 
state auditors 
office. 
Robertson in 
turn 
made 
counter charges against Austin. 
“Austin made 
the 
statement 
I 
was trying to frame him but I 
think he was trying to frame me,” 
Robertson said. 
He asserted the 
secretary of the highway depart­ 
ment was antagonistic to George 
E. 
Hackman, 
state 
auditor, 
because he had tried to draw two 
salaries and Hackman would not 
allow it. 
He said one of these sal­ 
aries was from the adjutant gen­ 
eral’s office (he compiled war rec­ 
ords in that office) and one as sec­ 
retary of the capital commission. 
He also said he refused to help 
Austin in his campaign for secre­ 
tary of state. 
Robertson was cautioned by Sena­ 
tor Farris, chairman of the commit­ 
tee, before taking the witness stand 
that he would be asked regarding an 
attempt to duplicate a warrant on the 
road fund and that this was a crim­ 
inal charge. He was also told that 
he would not be required to testify 
unless he wished to voluntarily. The 
witness replied that he 
wanted to 
deny the statements of Mr. Austin. 
Robertson is a jacket clerk in the 
auditor’s office, and 
has 
had full 
charge of the jacket vault since the 
legislative auditing committee report­ 
ed the finding of the duplicated jac­ 
ket

Publisher of Greek Paper 
Links Emancipator 
With Pericles.

Lincoln and Pericles were linked as 
the “greatest champions of democra­ 
cy the world has ever known,” by P. 


TA! ,Gr! ! k I iii/shifted' thfir "activ!tíes”from "the 
north side of the shaft to the south* 
Star, of Chicago, in an address pre 
pared for delivery today at the Ham­ 
ilton Club’s observance of the anni­ 
versary of the birth of the emanci­ 
pator. He took as his subject, “Per­ 
icles’ funeral oration and Lincoln’s 
Gettysburg address, the world’s most 
notable lamentations.” Mr. Lambros 
believes he is the first in America 
to make a comparative 
study 
of 
Lincoln and Pericles. 
“Pericles was the originator 
of 
democracy, and Lincoln was the per- 
fector,” he said. "In making further 
study and analysis of the events that 
occurred in 1861 A. D., we note that 
the events which took place between 
the two thousand years were really 
the same. 
The two great orations, 
delivered by the two great men to 
pay tribute to dead heroes, were de­ 
livered for the same purpose. 
Both 
speeches were funeral orations deliv­ 
ered to inspire democracy. Pericles 
stands as the old testament of 
de­ 
mocracy, while Lincoln's Gettysburg 
address stands as the gospel of 
democracy. 
“Pericles 
delivered 
his 
famous 
funeral oration upon the graves of 
Greek heroes who fought and died in 
the Civil War between North 
and 
South of Greece—between 
Athens 
and Sparta. In the south were slav­ 
es; in Sparta, the Helots. 
The He­ 
lots were the property of their mas­ 
ters. 
“It was the ambition of Pericles to 
abolish slavery and oligarchy. 
“Lincoln, the great American, be­ 
lieved that all men were born equal. 
Pericles said *as regards the laws 
of Athens, all enjoy equality/

to address the Athenians, to pay tri­ 
bute to the dead heroes, he commen­ 
ced his funeral oration by saying ‘I 
will begin then, with our ancestors; 
our fathers inherited a country with 
everything, so as to be the most 
self-sufficient, both for peace and for 
war/ Quoting Lincoln, we note, 'our 
fathers brought forth on this contin­ 
ent a new nation, conceived in liber­ 
ty.’ 
“Aside from the addresses deliver­ 
ed by both great men, they have the

other speeches. Lincoln said I am 
not bound to win, but I am bound to 
be true/ 
Pericles said ' when the 
greatest prizes of virtue are given, 
there also the most virtuous men are 
to be found among the citizens/ 
“You cannot be a true American 
unless you believe in the ideals of 
Lincoln, and unless you folow the 
flag and keep step to the music."

A few minutes later King George 
was saying in his speech from the 
throne that the state of

the Near East. I greatly regret that

Rail Earnings Heavy 
WASHINGTON, Feb. 16.—Railroad 
earnings 
during December 
came 
close to sotting a new high record 
for several years, according to com* 
plete returns of the clas* one cat iiers 
compiled from interstate 
commerce 
commission records. Because of the 
heavy volume of traffic 
the total 
revenues from op ration were $313,* 
575,000 during the month, or 20 per 
cent niou* than in December of 1921. 
and the net increase was $79,154,000, 
an compared with $78,869,000 during 
the name month a year ago. Thia 
earning rate if maintained 
for the 
year, would give an annual return of 
5 15 per cent on the 
value of all 
property used for transportation, ac­ 
cording to a statement of the associa­ 
tion of railway executives comment­ 
ing upon the returns. 
For the entire year of 1922 the net 
income of class 1 railroads, the asso­ 
ciation estimated, was 
$776.421,000, 
which actually represented a return 
of 4.14 per cent on railroad capital, 
and Is still below the level of earn­ 
ings to which 
the interstate com­ 
merce has declared railroads entitled 
by its fair return standards. 
Southern railroads had a larger 
proportion of 
the earnings than 
those in other sections of the coun­ 
try, the statement said, adding that 
their earnings of $13,103,000 during 
the month represented 
an annual 
rate of 5.63 per cent.
